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In one of the villages of Northern India a missionary was preaching in a 
bazaar As he closed, a Muslim gentleman came up and said, "You must 
admit we have one thing you have not, and it is better than anything 
you have."

2) ...a spear thrust into his side bringing fourth blood mixed w/ith 
water. It w/as a fact that this man was dead. 


3) ...gave his report to Pilate: Dead. Pilot marveled that he was 
already dead because crucifixion took days to finally kill a 
person. And when asked by Pilate the condition of Jesus, this 
centurion that no doubt was under the same threat of death as 
the roman guard in the Philippian Jail relayed to him that Jesus 
was dead. These were not followers of Jesus, but the enemies of 
Jesus giving this report. 


4) ...would have noticed the slightest movement of his chest as he 
drew a breath. Don't you think they would have noticed the 
slightest pulse or any indication of the presence of his life in 
those moments of preparation. Yes. But Jesus was dead not 
swooned. 


1) ...say it doesn't matter. But Paul said in: 1 Corinthians 15:17 
"And if Ciirist be not raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins." Yes it does matter. IVians eternal hope hinges on the 
Resurrection of Jesus Christ. 


2) Romans 1:4 And declared to be the Son of God with power, 
according to the spirit of holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead: - It is the very stamp of God's approval on who Jesus really 
was. 


3) Matthew 28:18 And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, 
All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
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1) ...of the resurrection of Jesus Christ can remedy out unbelief as 
he did in people of our text. 


2) ...has it seemed to you that your hope has vanished. That things 
haven't turned out as you have planned. There is a resurrected 
Lord that can come to where you are and renew your hope! 


3) ...upbraiding words for the hardness of our hearts yet he still 
comes. That is the power of the resurrection in the life of the 
child of God. It re-ignites our love, renews our hope, and 
restores our faith. 

4) How do I know that Christ has risen? / What proof have I to 
give? / He touched my life one blessed day, / And I began to live. 
/ How do I know he left the tomb / That morning long ago? / I 
met Him just this morning, / And my heart is still aglow. / How 
do I know that endless life / He gained for me that day? / His life 
within is proof enough / Of immortality. How do I know that 
Christ still lives, / Rich blessings to impart? / He walks with me 
along the way / And lives within my heart.
